4:2); tragedy and 
dark crime treading close on the heels 
of one another.

there upon him, yet he knoweth not.” “I 
have written to him the great things of my 
law, ‘but they were counted as a strange 
thing” (8:12) is the lamentation of Jeho- 
vah, They despised the golden oracles and 
trampled upon the holy precepts. 

Regarding Israel as an unfaithful spouse,. 
God charging her with her wantonness de- 
clared: “She went after her lovers, and 
forgat me” (2:13). The original is em- 
phatic. “She forgat ME” —the faithful 
Jehovah who took her unto himself, de- 
livered her, shadowed her, provided for her, 
guided her, and adorned her with his glory. 
But such is the course of sin to which the 
soul gives way in vanity, ambition, and 
worldliness, that the soul at last does not 
rebel against God; it forgets him. Taken 
up with itself and with other objects of 
affection, the soul has no time for God be-; 
cause it has no love for him. 

“She forgat me!” “Therefore, will I pour 
out judgment upon her!” That is what 
we should have thought; what we should; 
have expected! But we meet the surpris- 
ing; we hear God uttering the amazing and> 
unexpected word of mercy: “Therefore, 
behold, I will allure her, and bring her 
into the wilderness, and speak comfortably 
unto her.” We do not expect sin and for- 
getfulness to induce mercy, but God deals 
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with us contrary to our thoughts and: not 
as we act toward one another. We emerge 
upon a plane as far above man and his 
ways as Heaven is above earth. We have 
touched the sublime and infinite; we are 
lifted to the throne of grace; we have 
reached the heart of eternal Love. 

And how wonderful is the unveiling of 
that heart in this passage of radiant beauty! 
Degradation and misery revolt man, and 
treachery arouses his anger and revenge; 
but man’s miseries invite God’s mercies. 
The mercy of God is outpoured to us, not 
because we deserve it, but because we need 
it. He may cause us to feel our misery, 
but that is only the preparing of the soul 
for the mercy he desires to bestow. The 
chastisement is sent that we may cry for 
compassion ; the heart is broken that it may 
be healed. Wrath is changed to mercy, and 
God speaks to our hearts that we may know 
the glory of his salvation and the abound- 
ing riches of his grace. 

And the voice of infinite tenderness utters 
the purpose of love: “I will allure her.” 
Satan had enticed Israel to sin, but God 
by his holy persuasiveness would draw her 
back to himself. It is ever the design of 
his holy love to draw us unto himself. 
Sin brings shame, its pleasures turn to 
bitterness, and God would have us know 
that only in him can the soul find true joy. 
And so he seeks to turn us unto himself 
to show us his beauty, to make us taste 
of his love, to know the peace and joy of 
his good pleasure that we may follow him 
forever. How great the grace of God ex- 
hibited in this sweet intensity to allure us 
into the realm of blessing! It is the pas- 
sionate desire of eternal love that we should 
drink of the rivers of his pleasure, and 
that life be crowned with that fellowship 
in the light which knows no end. 

And thus will God bring Israel unto him- 
self, and to this end he will “bring her into 
the wilderness.” As in the days when he 
brought her out of Egypt into the wilder- 
ness that he might make himself known to 
her and give her his Law, so will he again 
draw her from the world and its distrac- 
tions and speak to her alone. And there 
he will speak to her heart. Or, rather, he 
will speak on her heart, making the impres- 
sion of his holiness and love, that his words 
may abide there. 

This is God’s way in dealing with the 
soul, to bring it into solitude; a solitude 
that is deeply felt, even though we may 
move amid the concourse of the world. 
He may take us away into the quiet place 
that he may speak to us; but this is not 
necessary to him. While meeting others 
in daily intercourse the soul may be in 
deep solitude, in detachment from the out- 
ward, and feeling its utter loneliness. And 
God brings us into such a place that we 
may hear the still small voice warning, re- 
proving, pleading, piercing, until he reaches 
the inmost being. Thus he speaks that 
the heart may be softened and surrendered. 

It is in the silence and stillness that 
the soul learns to know itself, its helpless- 
ness and hopelessness, and to know God in 
his beauty, holiness, truth, mercy, and love. 
As he speaks, hope is infused, faith is en- 
lightened, love is kindled, and the whole 
life knitted to his. God loves his own too 
dearly to allow them to wander away with- 
out seeking their restoration. Alas, that 
those wko have known him should again 
go back to the darkness, should again 
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drink at the world’s fountain, which can- 
not give joy to the soul, but only leave 
it in dissatisfaction and despair. Strange, 
indeed, that souls should leave the Father’s 
glowing hearth and wa!k out into the bit- 
ter wintry night. But oh, the mercy of 
God that he should follow after the way- 
ward one and speak in words of wondrous 
tenderness to draw such again unto his 
heart of love! 

And overflowing love speaks the word of 
radiant promise: “And I will give her 
her vineyards from thence, and the valley 
of Achor for a door of hope: and she shall 
sing there, as in the days of her youth, 
and as in the day when she came up out 
of the land ot Egypt” (Hos. 2:15). The 
wilderness and the solitary place where 
God speaks the tender, comfortable words 
is transformed into a fruitful field. For 
the soul in the wilderness awakens to the 
truth that that which it thought would bring 
delight has left it desolate. And God’s 
mercies are not only in word but in deed. 
He restores that which had been taken 
away and reveals the glory of the neglected 
inheritance. Not only does God love, but 
he gives. Love delights in giving, in en- 
riching the one upon: whom the love is set. 
So it is love all through, alluring the soul 
into the wilderness that it may bestow out 
of its boundless fullness. 
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And “the valley of Achor” (troubling) 
becomes “a door of hope.” Sorrow is 
turned into joy and hope gives place to 
despair. The valley of trouble becomes the 
door of hope that we may catch the vision 
of triumph. The repentant soul turning to 
God is brought into the place of realized 
victory. It was the holding on to the ac- 
cutsed thing by Achan that brought Israel 
to defeat; and the same principle applies 
to the individual. It is. only as -there. is 
true repentance in turning to God and re- 
sponse to his comfortable words that the 
valley of trouble becomes, in God’s over- 
ruling, a door of hope. When there are 
no reserves from God, and nothing retained 
for self which God condemns, then we are 
led forth to victory, and partake of the 
vineyards of God’s fullness of blessing. 

“She shall sing there.” The promise true 
for Israel is‘ also true for ‘the individual. 
Sighing is changed to singing. Singing 
and making melody unto the Lord springs 
from a heart in harmony with the will of 
God. ‘The soul has been brought’ out of 
darkness: it has heard the sweet voice of 
God; the valley of trouble has become a 
door of hope; the desert has been made to 
blossom as the rose; the fruit of love is 
enjoyed; what else can the soul do but 
sing!  God’s mercy begets in the soul 
Heaven’s music.

I have prayed during 
these seven years almost continuously, but 
I do not get any answers to my prayers 
for deliverance from my sinful condition 
and for the opening of my spiritual eyes. 


Now I am asking you to please pray 
with your whole heart and also be kind 
enough to write in just a small space of 
the TimeEs to assure me that you are pray- 
ing for me—Very anxious. 


Prayer has now been offered for this 
anxious inquirer, and prayer will continue 
for her, in the name of the all-sufficient 
Saviour. 

She says she “cannot come to Jesus.” 
Let her tell him that, and ask him to 
come to her. He will do so, at once. 

She says she is “blind, and just cannot 
come to the light.” Let her tell the Lord 
that, and then, without asking to s¢e any- 
thing, let her claim his vision for herself; 
let her thank him that he is the Light, 
and that this is all she needs. 

She says she is “chained and bound so 
hard that nothing less than the grace of 


God could free” her. 


But the grace of 
God is with her; the Lord Jesus is saying 
to her: “My grace is sufficient for thee:

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A Modern Deliverance from Demon Possession 


Where bondage was broken in China_by the same 
| Power that wrought miracles in Galilee

EFORE coming to China I -did not 
think there were now any real cases 
of demon possession such as in the 

days when our Lord was on earth. I be- 
lieved, of course, the accounts telling how 
Christ cast out demons, but was. somewhat 
skeptical as to the possibility of seeing such 
miracles. repeated in the present day. But 
during the past few years a number of 
cases have come under my observation. 
These prove to me conclusively that there 
are today real instances-of demon. posses- 
sion as in Bible times. They have strength- 
ened my faith and show that these people 
may be: healed by faith, through prayer to 
God in Jesus’ name. 

Five miles north of Taonan, in one of the 
many. small villages dotting the plains, lives 
a Chinese farmer by the name of Cheng. 
We did not know about him until one aft- 
ernoon almost four years ago, when he 
came into our preaching Chapel. He walked 
in purposely to see if we could help him to 
get well again. Mr. Cheng was not then 
a Christian, but one of his friends living 
in the same village was and urged him to 
go.into Taonan and visit the Chapel and 
become a Christian. His friend told him 
a little about Jesus casting out demons, for 
Mr, Cheng was at that time demon pos- 
sessed, 


A House Made Ready for Spirits 


Mr. Cheng was in bondage to Satan, the 
master whom he served. He was, like so 
many Chinese, always in fear of evil 
spirits. Probably in this case the reason 
was because of his sins. He had been a 
great sinner and had a dark past. A num- 
ber of years ago, he moved into this part 
of the country from another part of China. 
He had been a notoriously bad character, 
a drunkard, inveterate gambler, and 4 man 
of immoral habits. He was also a mur- 
derer. How many people he murdered, I 
don’t know,: but I heard him tell of one at 
least, and at that time he had defended 
himself in the eyes of his villagers by say- 
ing that his victim was a bad man anyway. 
He was illiterate, but a man with a strong 
personality. 

Mr. Cheng had come to the end of him- 
self at this time. He was at the parting 
of the ways. He had been demon pos- 
sessed for some time. He had tried every 
method he knew of to appease the evil 
spirits. He was a great idol worshiper and 
burned incense daily before them as well 
as placing offerings of food before the 
numerous gods in his home. But this did 
not give him rest in body or soul. As he 
said later, the more he worshiped the false 
gods, the worse he became. 

He could not sleep at nights. He thought 
he heard noises in the house. It seemed 
as if the house shook and that the roof 
had been lifted off. Through the opening 
thus made, he could see the stars and big 
fires in the sky. He became so terrified 
that he had to get up and cling to the wall 


It is dangerous to dabble in spirit- 
ism. Many who have gone into it for 
amusement, or out of curiosity, have 
soon found themselves helpless in the 
grip of evil powers. Mr. Reoch, like 
many others, thought there were no 
cases of real demon possession today. 
It is true that there seem to be very 
few cases in lands where the Gospel 
is widely known and believed, but mis- 
sionaries frequently tell of those in 
heathen lands who are undoubtedly 
indwelt by demons. 


Mr. Reoch, who has been in China 
for several years and who has been 
associated with Dr. and Mrs. Jonathan 
Goforth, now tells the story of a man he 
knew personally. Through a Chinese 
Christian friend this man was led to 
come into Mr. Reoch’s chapel, and 
there he learned of the One who was 
able to set him free. 








for support. If he were out in the field 
cultivating the crop, and his neighbor was 
working in the adjoining field, Mr. Cheng 
thought there were two people instead of 
one, Finally his condition became so des- 
perate that he was unable to work and 
properly support his wife and family. It 
was ‘hen that his friend told him of Jesus 
healing those possessed with devils. Mr. 
Cheng had never heard about the Christian 
religion before, but thought he would try 
this new way. All other ways failed to 
help him, so he decided to see if the Lord 
Jesus could. 

That afternoon we read to him the ac- 
count in the first chapter of Mark, telling 
about Jesus preaching in the synagogue at 
Capernaum and healing one possessed with 
the spirit of an unclean devil. Then we 
explained to him very simply the Gospel 
story, how Jesus died on the cross for our 
sins but had risen from the dead and was 
now in Heaven at God’s right hand praying 
for us. We told him that not only was 
Jesus able to cast out demons while he was 

«on earth, but we believed*in a real, living, 
risen Saviour, Jesus Christ, who is “the 
same yesterday, and to day, and for ever,” 
and who was able to heal him, too, if he 
had faith and prayed to God in Jesus’ name. 
Right then, we taught him a short, simple 
prayer: “I beseech Jesus to pity me, for- 
give my sins, cleanse my heart, and save 
me.” He memorized this prayer, and, after 
we had prayed for him, went back to his 
home. 


The Final Struggle 3 

What happened that night after he went 
home, he afterward told us. He tore down 
all the idols in the house and confessed 
Jesus as his Saviour and Lord. In place 
of burning incense to false gods, he repeated 
over and over again, to the true and living 
God, the short prayer we had taught him 
that afternoon. His wife, however, was 


terrified because he had torn down all the 
idols, and she cried all night, fearing some 
great calamity would overtake them be-- 
cause of having insulted the gods. She, 
caused such a stir in the house that in the 
morning Mr. Cheng allowed her to put 
the idols up again, but he refused to wor- 
ship them himself and would not give her 
any money to buy incense with, so when 
she did worship them, it was with incense 
borrowed from the neighbors. 


His New Freedom 


From that time on Mr. Cheng became a. 
follower of the Lord Jesus, telling every- 
where the story of his conversion. He was» 
never again possessed with demons and, 
was completely delivered from: the fear of 
evil spirits. This fear was overcome 
through prayer to a living God. I -have, 
been in his home overnight and understand 
how this could be, for he was up long be- 
fore daylight on a cold winter morning, - 
without a fire in the room, kneeling be-. 
side the brick bed, praying. ' 

Some months after his healing I visited ; 
his home with a Chinese pastor. Mrs, 
Cheng decided to become a Christian that | 
afternoon. She was convinced that the 
idols were of no use and she had proof 
before her eyes daily that Jesus saves, so 
she helped to tear down the false gods and 
burn them. A brass idol was smashed in ; 
two. The neighbors were terrified lest 
some eyil should come upon Mr. Cheng and 
his family for smashing the brass god. 
Some years have now passed and time has 
shown that God has protected Mr. Cheng. 
Once when bandits entered his house, on 
finding he was a Christian, they bowed to 
the Bible and left. A few years ago when ; 
insects were eating up the cabbage all : 
around him, Mr. Cheng’s patch was not» 
touched. Mrs. Cheng testified, as did their ’ 
neighbors, that Mr. Cheng had been healed : 
by believing in Jesus and was a changed : 
man in body and in soul. 

But we must not suppose that the Evil: 
One did not try to bring about his down- : 
fall. He partly succeeded. For one eve- 
ning at New Year’s time, the big holiday 
season of China, when so much gambling ! 
goes on, Mr. Cheng also gambled. That 
night, he again heard the noises in the ‘ 
house, and the old fear came back for an ! 
instant. He quickly realized that he had 
sinned, and, amid the terror and confusion, ° 
confessed his sin and prayed for forgive- 
ness, After that he was restored and now 
lives in his village, a trophy of grace and * 
mercy, a brand plucked from the burning 
by the power of the risen Lord.

SCIENTIST on Evolution.—Profes- 

sor Fleming has the chair of elec- 

trical engineering in the University 
of London. His thermionic valve revolu- 
tionized wireless telegraphy, and, in fact, 
made wireless telephony possible. He is 
a member of the Evolution Protest Move- 
ment (24 Essex St., W. C. 2, London, Eng.). 
In a lecture before the Victoria Institute 
he said various incisive things on this sub- 
ject. Evolutionists think that their theory 
is understandable, but that the idea of cre- 
ation is not so, because the process of cre- 
ation cannot be explained. Professor 
Fleming answers: “It is not certain that 
the nature of creation must be intelligible 
to our humari minds. If it were so it would 
show that the Supreme Intelligence is not 
infinitely beyond but nearly on a level with 
our own. Professor D, M. S. Watson tells 
us that ‘the theory of evolution is a theory 
universally accepted, not because it can be 
proved but because the only alternative, 
special creation, is clearly incredible.’ This, 
of course, assumes two things, first, that 
though evolution has not yet been proved 
it may be sometime; secondly, that the 
human mind could necessarily understand 
the way of creation if creation were a 
fact. Both are assumptions without justi- 
fication.” : 

In speaking of the vast periods of time 
assumed by evolutionists Professor Flem- 
ing brings out, by calculations, a dilemma. 
If the present birth rate prevailed in the 
earlier history of the race, the earth would 
not hold the multitudes which would now 
be living. Hence a short period of life 
history would have to be postulated for 
the race and there would not be time for 
an evolution. On the other hand, if a 
greatly lower birth rate is assumed the con- 
ditions for an evolution would be absent. 
“For Darwinism requires for its operation 
a high birth rate, to give a chance to useful 
modifications to appear, and a low death 
rate to allow the individual possessing these 
useful chance-modifications to live long and 
in turn breed copiously to pass on the modi- 
fications.” 

Again, if the anthropoid ape and man 
have a common ancestor, why is it that 
the astonishing powers and faculties present 
in man should be totally absent in the col- 
lateral animal, the ape? No animal makes 
garments for itself, has any sense of beauty, 
makes drawings of other objects or animals, 
buries its dead with any thought of their 
revival, or contrives tools or weapons. Yet 
these faculties characterized earliest man- 


Of the construction of ape-men from 
scattered fragments Professor Fleming asks 
sarcastically: “Suppose anyone found in 
a field a bone button and a yard away a 
similar button and the top of an old 
bowler hat and then fifty feet away part 
of the leg of a pair of trousers. Would it 
be legitimate to assert that all these frag- 
ments belonged to a single costume? Would 
one be justified in drawing what this cos-

There are 30,000 Methodist lay 
preachers in Great Britain, and 800 of 
them attended the recent annual meeting in 
London. During the last year the increase 
in membership has been 450. These men 
are sound preachers of the Gospel. “They 
do stick to the truth,” said Joseph Rank. 
“It isn’t much good having a textbook if 
you don’t stick to it.” Lord Rochester, a 
leading Methodist layman, said at the meet- 
ing that he himself was not a local preacher, 
but that his eldest son had entered the 
ranks, so that the next Lord Rochester 
would be all right. 

“For four Sundays,” he continued, “I 
have attended morning and evening serv- 
ices in Methodist chapels and heard more 
local preachers than ordained ministers. I 
am entitled to say a great ‘Thank yow’ to 
them. The man in the pew recognized the 
preacher in the pulpit who, before coming in, 
had spent some time alone with Jesus. The 
Saviour called the Twelve that they might 
be with him and that he might send them 
forth to preach. To be with him was the 
first stage. I stand here to make this confes- 
sion that the greatest thrill in the world is 
to be used of God to lead a soul to him. 
The man who is in doubt should stay out 
of the pulpit.” 

Followed addresses by Mr. Foot, M.P., 
for thirty-six years a local preacher, and 
from the Right Hou. Arthur Henderson, 
also a local preacher. The Association 
cares for its members who have fallen on 
hard times because of sickness or old age, 
some 800 aged saints, who would be in 
straits but for this timeiy help. Some of 
these have. preached for nearly a half cen- 
tury, trudging after work and on Sundays 
for miles to their appointments. 

Living Testimonies in England.—Miss 
Rhoda Dent is a farmer’s daughter, de- 
scribed as “a strong, tall, bonny-looking 
girl with a healthy color, a strong North 
country accent, a charming sincerity, and 
depth of purpose.” She is preaching in 





the North of England with remarkable 
results. “Often beginning with one or two 
workers and small audiences she has fin- 
ished- up with a crowd and notable ingath- 
erings. She delivers her message simply, 
but with passionate intensity, and then in- 
vites inquirers to the communion rail.” 

W. G. Clark of Southhampton, Eng., 
writes that the sixteen outbound sailings 
of the troop-ship season are now over. The 
last meetings held on the last ship he de- 
scribes as a delightful finish to this troop- 
ship campaign. “I was enabled to take 
my stand as the ambassador of Christ for 
about four hours: in the midst of nearly 
1,200 young soldiers and civilians, Ten 
professed conversion while others gave 
their names for prayer and correspondence, 
and about: 300 men desired literature, in- 
cluding 160. copies of the New Testament, 
or the Soldiers’ Guide.” Mr. Clark’s work 
is not confined to the troop-ships, but “by 
God-given methods we have been able to 
bring the crew, from the captain down- 
ward, on liner after liner, face to face 
with their responsibility to God.” 

The Rev. J. H. Bateson directs the 
Methodist chaplains in the British army,: 
and at the last annual gathering of Eng- 
lish Methodists he arranged a little testi- 
mony meeting of men from the two serv- 
ices. “I want to say,” remarked one 
stalwart naval officer, “how much we ap- 
preciate the help we get from the Meth- 
odist church. For fifteen years we belonged 
to the lost tribes and had little guidance. 
The result was that some of us went astray. 
But now we have our own chaplain.” This, 
man showed how Christian men in the 
Royal Navy were missionaries as they went 
from port to port. Mr. Bateson confirmed 
this in an account of a soldier boy in the 
Queen’s Regiment who started a remark- 
able Sunday school in the Union Church 
in Tientsin, China; also of his friend Web- 
ster, a petty officer on a man-of-wat, who 
was, as lay preacher, so indefatigable that 
his cruiser got the name of the preach-the- 
Gospel ship. Through the influence of 
these Methodist chaplains and otherwise, 
the British army is now almost a temper- 
ance organization, Theorizing pacifists, 
like the editors of The Christian Century, 
would abolish chaplaincies. Far better 
would it be to have the right kind of chap- 
lains, men on the order ofthese Methodist 
chaplains in the British army. 


The Breath of Revival.—Mr. Waddell, 
of the American Presbyterian Mission, 
writes from Santa Maria in Brazil: “I 
have never in all my life taken part in 
such Spirit-filled meetings as these. Hard- 
bitten Romanists, ex-drinkers and gamblers, 
loose women, are turning to the Way of 
Life. A fund has been started for the con- 
struction of a church.” 

A strong evangelistic campaign is going 
on among the (English Mission) Baptists 
of Shensi. Church members have been or- 
ganized in groups for visitation, two women 
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with one evangelist. Results have been 
inspiring. The favorite song of the cam- 
paign is a Chinese adaptation of. the hymn, 
“Must I go and empty-handed?” Over a 
thousand people have been moved to con- 
fess their faith in Christ. In the city of 
Sianfu the campaign called forth the active 
service of fifteen voluntary lay preachers. 

A missionary in Manchuria reports that 
in some of the churches in his district 
there is only standing room left at Sun- 
day services. Thirty prisoners in the coun- 
try prison have been baptized and have so 
impressed the prison governor by the 
change in their character and conduct that 
he has taken off their chains and allowed 
them to move freely within the prison. 
They have a Christian Endeavor meeting 
weekly in the prison lecture room. 

An unsigned article in World Dominion 
mentions. various encouraging incidents 
from Manchuria. The writer visited last 
year a church near the borders of Mongolia 
which: had actually been enlarged to twice 
its former size, although for two years the 
people were living in a state of siege, be- 
ing cut off. by bandits. Again, three years 
ago, the Chinese pastor of the East Mouk- 
den Presbyterian Church (self-supporting) 
found his way into one of the large banks 
of Moukden through the conversion of a 
bank employee. A Bible class, to which 
most of the members of the staff came, was 
in time started in this bank by the pastor, 
and the entire staff, thirty or more, were 
eventually baptized. They have subscribed 
among ‘themselves enough money to open 
a preaching place near the bank. 

Mr. Jaffray reports 4,347 baptisms in the 
Dutch East Indies mission of the Christian 
Alliance last year, most of them among 
the Dyaks of Borneo. Many more are fol- 
lowing on to know the Lord. Thirty for- 
mer students of his Bible Training School 
are now at work in various parts of the 
archipelago; eighty students are still in 
training. 


Women Witnesses in the Jungle Vil- 
lages of the: Congo.—Under the leader- 
ship of: Marguerite Eldredge of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Mission twenty-two Corgolese 
women, from eight different villages, 
volunteered‘ to spend a part of May in evan- 
gelizing other. distant villages. They trav- 
eled on foot, carrying the simple necessi- 
ties of camp equipment. Their teaching 
was given from selected Sunday school pic- 
tures dealing especially with the Cross and 
the Resurrection. Nine women from Ikoko, 
having learned a translation of the hymn, 
“The Old Rugged Cross,” sang this fre- 
quently. During the first two weeks over 
2,000 adults and children of school age 
heard the message from these apostles with 
smiling faces and clean clothes. Men, 
women, children, heathen royalty, village 
chiefs, pygmies, and common folk gave 
rapt attention to their message. Three 
weeks were spent in villages where a dia- 
lect foreign to the women witnesses was 
spoken, but interpreters were found. The 
patience of: the women was at times tried 
when they were called by some “a proud, 
soap-smelling tribe, seeking praise as they 
paraded around the world in the train of 
a white woman.” Yet often criticism was 
turned to praise. as the villagers heard 
Christ exalted by his representatives. Dis- 
comforts of travel, poor lodgings, rain, heat, 
wadings in swamps and forests, were gladly 
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faced for the sake of the Name in which 
they went forth, 


More Brave Women.—A Scotch noble- 
woman, the Hon. Mary Scott, is pioneer- 
ing in the state of Sikkim within sight 
of the mighty Himalayan mountain, Kun- 
chinjinga. It was supposed to be impossible 
for a woman to go thither. Miss Scott 
has even penetrated into a village where 
professional murderers not infrequently 
offer poisoned tea to strangers. There she 
has nursed and cared for some of the chil- 
dren, She has a school in her house with 
eighty pupils, in spite of the fact that she 
is known among the natives as the jackal 
incarnate in human form, come to steal 
their girls. The ruler of Sikkim has finally 
given permission for the building of a 
church. 

In The Advent Witness Mr.. Pitt tells 
the story of an English girl, Gladys Ayl- 
ward, who applied to one mission for mis- 
sionary service but was rejected because of 
want of training. Then she heard of a 
woman working almost alone among the 
Chinese and volunteered to go out as her 
helper. The reply came that if she did 
come she must pay her own fare and live 
by faith, as there was no society to back 
her. “Gladys resolved to go, and it was 
my privilege to dedicate her to the work at 
a farewell meeting in Tottenham. 
the meeting I asked the intrepid girl by 
what boat she was sailing. She said she 
was going overland through Germany, Rus- 
sia, Siberia, and on to China. She went, 
and I doubt if there has ever been a more 
heroic and hazardous venture in the annals 
of mission work. Twice she was impris- 
oned, and for days and nights in Russia 
was herded with strange men and women 
in trucks, sometimes with no proper accom- 





Nestorian Missions 
in Tibet 


Professor F. M. Mueller of Berlin 
has translated from the old Syrian 
script an inscription found in Ladek, 
or Western Tibet. “One year on 
215 halting-places I, the man from 
Samarcand, Charansar,. arrived here 
in Tubot” (that is, Tibet). Beside 
the inscription is a cross, cut in 
the rock, with the word Ysax above 
which is declared to mean Jesus. 
There is little doubt that Charansar 
here mentionéd was a Nestorian 
missionary who, a thousand years 
ago, took possession of Tibet for 
Christ. 














modation and no provision for food. She 
knew no word of Russian nor was she 
understood of others, but by the mercy of 
God she prayed her way through, and at 
last reached China. Her destination was 
still hundreds of miles away through ban- 
dit-infested districts but, upheld by hope, 
the fearless girl plodded on, and at last 
found the lady missionary who had invited 
her to come out.” 

Marvelous though it seems, in a few 
months Gladys was able to converse in 
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Chinese. In two years she had become 
so proficient that she was invited to ad- 
dress a convention of native Chinese, Cer- 
tainly this missionary should no longer be 
refused “for want of training.” Some re- 
sponsible society should take her on as a 
precious accession. 


The Near East Foundation is independ- 
ent of denominational relationships. _ Its, 
work is entirely philanthropic with appar- 
ently no evangelization. It is just the type 
of work Appraisalists ought to be inter- 
ested in. It has “project centers” in 
Athens, Marathon, Salonica, Lovetch (Bul- 
garia), Sofia, Kavaje in Albania, Beirut, 
(Syria), and at Tulkarem in Palestine. 
Of its health center at Marathon our Min- 
ister to Greece, Mr. McVeagh, says, “It 
means more than anything that has hap- 
pened on this spot since Marathon itself 
was fought 2,400 years ago.” Albania is 
joining with this Foundation to give boys; 
and girls from remote and primitive vil- 
lages new knowledge of farming, health, 
and home welfare. Improved seed, im- 
proved stock, improved farming methods, 
spraying of orchards, and the like, are being 
introduced. In Greece the demonstrations 
are being made in forty-eight villages; in 
Syria school teachers from the villages of 
Transjordania, Palestine, and the Lebanon 
Republic are spending their summers under 
Foundation instruction, Sixty students 
from the American University of Beirut, 
men and women, volunteered for work in, 
Syrian villages. They did not go to evan-! 
gelize. They went to teach agricultural! 
method and health improvement. 

Here is a large scale enterprise of a valu-: 
able practical character inviting co-opera- 
tion in the spirit of the Modern Missions 
Movement. Why does not this movement 
throw its support to it? Why, indeed, does 
it not initiate similar enterprises else- 
where? One is compelled to believe that 
at the root of the three M’s is theology. 
The plan is really to transform Christian, 
missions into philanthropy with no special 
reference to Christian teaching. It is only 
one more step in the program which has 
already Unitarianized many of our theolog- 
ical seminaries and much of the machinery 
of the Church. 

A Hindu village schoolmaster, of whom. 
the Rev. E. S. Nichols writes, is wiser 
than the M. M. M. A missionary going 
through his village offered for sale’ pam- 
phlets on Sore Eyes, Malaria, Thorough- 
bred Poultry, What You Buy at the Toddy 
Shop, and similar rural uplift literature of 
excellent type. But while the schoolboys 
were debating as to just how to spend their 
pennies their teacher pulled out another 
package from the bag and said, “Here! 
This is what you want to buy first. Those 
other books are all right, but this is what 
you will need most in your lives.” There- 
upon he sold out the entire stock of Gospels, 
which the missionary had. He had studied. 
the Bible in a mission school. 


First Things First in Bolivia Also.—’ 
The field director of the Bolivian Mission, 
George Allan, was told by some young’ 
men of “a man in San Antonio who believes 
as you do. He was our Science teacher: in 
college. One day he came into our class- 
room with a New Testament in his hand’ 
and said-to us,.‘Young men, this book is: 
much more important than any textbook on 
science we could study in this classroom. 
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It is the New Testament and contains the 
teachings of our Lord Jesus Christ. Each 
of you should have a copy of this book.’” 

So Mr. Allan called on this science 
teacher, Dr. Castulo Rivera, from a pass- 
ing steamer, which gave him but ten min- 
utes time for conversation. He was cor- 
dially received, and the doctor opened the 
conversation with a question concerning 
the signs of the times that indicated the 
near return of our Lord. “What a sur- 
prise! Here was a man who solely by 
the reading of the New Testament had 
found the Saviour and loved his appearing.” 
Now there is a church of nineteen mem- 
bers at San Antonio, the pastor of which 
is Antonio Rivera, Dr. Castulo Rivera’s 
son, while seven of his grandchildren are 
members. 


The First Hebrew Telegram.—A tele- 
graph service in Hebrew has been estab- 
lished between twenty Palestinian towns 
and settlements. The first word sent over 
the wires was Shehechianu, the traditional 
Hebrew blessing at inaugural occasions and 
meaning, “Blessed art thou who hast pre- 
served us.” Some translate Matthew 24: 
34, “This (Jewish) genea, race, shall not 
pass until all these things be fulfilled.” Al- 
though this does not seem just what our Lord 
meant, yet it is nevertheless true, and the 
first Hebrew telegram witnesses to the fact 
of Israel’s marvelous preservation through 
the centuries and of restoration to their 
land. 


Anglo-Chinese Fellowship.—The Eng- 
lish Methodist Church in Hongkong re- 
cently set apart members for mission serv- 
ice, and this gave opportunity for a joint 
English-Chinese service of commission. It 
was bilingual. Thus the Epistle was read 
in English, the Gospel in Chinese, and the 
Creed was recited in both tongues together. 
At the Communion the Prayer of Humble 
Access was in English, the Prayer of In- 
stitution in Chinese, the Benediction first 
in Chinese, then in English. At the Com- 
munion Table in this church one sees Eng- 
lish sailors and fashionable young Chinese 
women, English civil servants, and Chinese 
shopkeepers, professional people and work- 
ing-class folk of both races, kneeling to- 
gether before the same Table. Here He hath 
broken down the middle wall of partition, 
and this in a land of Great Walls and con- 
tempt for barbarians, the old Middle King- 
dom. 


Penalties for Protestants.—The Italian 
Protestant Church in Montreal is in charge 
of the Rev. Augusto Bersani and is a 
growing concern, When it is known that 
an Italian has become a Protestant he is 
denounced to the authorities as a Com- 
munist and his depertation to Italy de- 
manded. Mr. Bersani writes: “During the 
past half year I have had to appeal to the 
Department of Immigration on behalf of 
twenty-seven Italians who have committed 
no other offense than changing their re- 
ligious beliefs, In one case a young man 
was arrested and held for deportation 
within twenty-four hours of declaring his 


adhesion to Protestantism in my church.” 
Fortunately the immigration authorities 
have been informed of this Romish man- 
euver, and now refuse to lend themselves 
to it. 

Attempts have been made to burn Mr. 
Bersani’s church, and two members were 
lately. “taken for a ride” by some thugs, 
intimidated, and thrown out in a swamp 
outside the city. The pastor’s office has 
been broken into and the church records 
and list of members stolen. 


Those who propose to tax church 
property should remember that the 
churches are already self-taxed for public 
relief. Dr. Keffer, statistician of the Luth- 
erans, shows how the charitable institutions 
of ‘the Lutheran Church expend $12,861,- 
538, and that to this should be added a 
million spent by sixty city societies of the 
Lutheran Church, bringing up a total con- 
siderably over thirteen millions. Certainly 
there is no fraternal, patriotic, or other 
type of society in .he United States that 
makes anything like so good a showing. 
And this is no church of millionaires. If 
societies like the Red Cross approximate 
these figures (which they ordinarily do 
not), I suppose it could be shown that 
their support also comes largely from the 
Protestant public. 


German New Heathenism.—The Ger- 
man government is issuing calendars of 
new heathen tendency. These are beau- 
tifully gotten up, but avoid every reference 
to the Christian year, even to Easter, 
Whitsuntide, or Christmas. The Holy 
Night is described as “Baldur’s light- 
birth.” Good Friday is made a memorial 
day for the 4,500 Saxons slain by “Karl 
the Butcher,” that is, Charlemagne. Easter 
is called the Feast of Ostara, or Sunrise 
in the East; Ascension Day, “Thor’s re- 
turn for his hammer.” 

Strange to say the edition for Bavaria 
retains the Christian days. The govern- 
ment evidently does not wish to offend 
this Catholic province. The -Prince and 
Princess of Lippe are speaking for this 
Nordic and new heathen movement. In 
a great meeting in Berlin the latter in- 
sisted that women were victims of such 
ideas as original sin and of the story of 
Eden. “Germanic minds must be eman- 
cipated frora the doctrines of grace. The 
German knows no Redeemer but himself.” 

“The ABC of the German Pagan” is 
a catechism for the masses of Germany 
written by a man with the Jewish name 
of Loewe. In the Introduction he says: 
“The word pagan is not considered by us 
as a term of reproach but as one of honor. 
We are proud of our Germanic beliefs, our 
Nordic paganism Our holy land is 
neither Rome nor Palestine, but Germany. 
We do not look for a day when the wolf 
and the lamb shall fraternize. We love to 
fight. It is the first law of life and the 
end of all things. The youth of modern 
Germany seek their culture not in the 
Bible but in a knowledge of racial hered- 
ity.” P

From the Orkneys one writes: “I always 
like to read these sermons. There are 
only seven houses on our island. We have 
to row two miles in a small boat to the - 
nearest church.” One from Malaysia sends 
thanks for the parcel of sermons just re- 
ceived, “Manna to the soul, nothing more 
nourishing and edifying.” . . . Colporteurs 
im Madrid, summer nights, achieve their 
best sales from 10 P. M. to 1 A. M. in the 
open-air restaurants. The nocturnal Bible- 
seller is a feature of the Spanish capital. 
The Bible is the only book that is offered 
from door to door in even the most remote 
villages of Spain and sold at a price within 
the reach of the poorest. .. . The great 
French geologist, Pierre Termier, who 
died in 1930, left this testimony: “I have 
always believed, and believe now, that 
Christianity is true and that outside it 
there is no salvation for the world. The 
times are serious. It seems to me that the 
hour has come when all Christians ought to 
testify that they understand the reasons for 
the faith that is in them and why they 
have voluntarily chosen from the twenty 
routes that are open to them, the straight 
and narrow path.” ... Two of the great 
Karen mission fields in Burma, Rangoon, 
and Bassein, have become independent of 
the American Baptist Board. They repre- 
sent 370 churches with a membership of 
30,000 and a constituency three times that 
size. They support hundreds of schools 
and a number of large high schools: . . . 
The Japanese government is endeavoring 
to mobilize the strength of heathen relig- 
iosity against Communism. Thus in the 
city of Kobe and other places notices hung 
in street cars, railway stations, and other 
public places command: “Even though 
you are busy stand still awhile in. front of 
the temple of worship.” . .. The Negro 
National Hospital Fund aims at the estab- 
lishment of a standard hospital in every 
American city where there are 10,000 or 
more members of the Negro race. It is 
hoped to raise $150,000,000 in twenty years, 
and the 42,600 colored churches of the 
country are asked to serve as collecting 
centers. The 76 hospitals planned will give 
employment to from 30,000 to 40,000 col- 
ored people; also opportunities for hos- 
pital practice to Negro physicians and 
nurses. . - Good news comes from 
the City of Mexico. Mr. De Roos has 
been holding meetings in the Baptist church 
of the city at the invitation of the native 
pastor. “The Lord is giving a precious 
outpouring of his Spirit there, and hun- 
dreds have professed faith, accepting the 
Lord Jesus as Saviour.”

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When the Depression Reached Me 


With a suggestion as to how a Christian 


By a Home Missionary 














WORRIED sort of letter from the 
A home mission secretary, telling me 

how badly they all felt that there just 
weren’t any more funds for the work; 
how ‘they appreciated my years of service 
and hoped . . . etc.,— that was the begin- 
ning of my! Ebenezers. 

In the old days of fat pay-checks and 
budgets, I rather prided myself on always 
keeping a thrifty “emergency fund” in the 
savings: bank.’ But somehow, when you turn 
your. back on all of that and get out into a 
mission: field, -you.can’t lay anything.by for 
a rainy day. There are so many rainy-day 
folks right around you, that you would 
feel like the worst sort of a hypocrite to 
say: “Depart in peace, be ye swarmed and 
filled,” with a sneaky consciousness of your 
own savings account, 

So the Big Emergency came, with noth- 
ing to meet it. Nothing? I’m frank to 
confess that was the way it seemed at 
first, because I did not know: then that. with 
my Father emergencies are not ¢mergencies 
at all, but Ebenezers, — “Hitherto ath the 
Lord helped us” (1 Sam. 7: 12). 

With a queer ache in my throat anc che 
feeling that it could not possibly have hap- 
pened like this to me, I wrote letters care- 
fully to thirteen possible openings for work. 
With surprising rapidity the answers came 
back. Nobody, it seemed, could use a mid- 
dle-aged, somewhat worn-out mission 
worker, without a college education. Fif- 
teen years ago a couple of hard-earned 
years at Bible school and a love for souls 
was enough. Besides, this was 1932, when 
panicky givers were cutting off their mis- 
sionary and philanthropic donations, and 
many of those who would have given their 
last dollar for the Lord’s work had little 
or nothing left to do it with. 

In the “depression” articles which I have 
read in these years, when they havg signed 
the paper which took it all away and were 
left to begin life over again, they have 
courageously faced the thing and said: 
“We have each other, dear; that’s enough.” 
And the last years have made some real 
heroes and kept many a home from domes- 
tic shipwreck, 

But a forty-year-old spinster in a tiny 
hill village had no human comrade with 
whom to share it. 

No human help! When the eyes of faith 
looked through the darkness and at last 
—how slow I was! — saw the face of Him 
whom having not seen we love, infinitely 
clearer and nearer than in the days of 
busy, active service for Him, I, too, found 
that I was satisfied with nothing —and 
HIMSELF. He has put gladness in my 
heart, more than in the days when the 
corn and wine increased, 

Meantime, times were just about as bad 
as they could be in our community. This 
was winter before last, even before help 
was brought by NRA and CWA to count- 
less families in our hills. The men had 
no jobs; county relief workers were 
swamped with the demands of literally 


starving families and with no funds td meet 
them. The dear souls with whom I’d 
lived and worked for years never needed 
so much as they did right then some one 
who would stand by, encourage them, pray 
with them, keep the youngsters at least 
sufficiently clad with old clothes from the 
missionary barrels, keep up the two Sun- 
day schools where the hard-worked young 
preacher could only come once a month at 
the most. 

So I, too, began life again at middle age; 
having nothing, yet possessing all things. 
Not: for all the salaries in the world would 
I have missed the kindliness of my peo- 
ple here; the thrill of again and again not 
having a penny in the house and telling no

helped us.”

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


HEN D. L. Moody was once asked 
W for a statement of his doctrine, 
he said it was written out, and that 
it could be read in the fifty-third chapter 
of Isaiah. That majestic and marvelous 
chapter is indeed the summing up of Bible 
doctrine, — Old Testament (1 Cor. 15: 1- 
3); the Gospels, the Epistles. In this new 
Quarter’s study of the later prophets and 
leaders of Judah from Isaiah to Malachi, 
it is fitting to begin with the heart of 
Isaiah’s Messianic message. If Isaiah him- 
self were to select one passage from his 
writings for the Sunday schools of the 
world to study, doubtless he would choose 
our lesson text, 52: 13 to 53:12. He him- 
self would wish to be remembered as one 
for whom Christ was wounded, and who 
was healed by his Saviour’s stripes. -The 
glory of Israel’s greatest prophet is the 
glory of Israel’s suffering Messiah. 
The Historical Setting 
Isaiah’s ministry may be dated approxi- 
mately from 760 to 700 B. C., closing about 


70 years before Jeremiah began and about 110 
years before the destruction of Jerusalem. 
John wrote his Gospel between A. D. 80 
and 90. The crucifixion occurred on Fri- 
day, possibly April 7, A, D. 3o. 

Verse by Verse 

Isaiah 53: 1.—Who hath believed our re- 
port? ‘There is amazement that so few 
believed what all should accept (cf. Isa. 
49:4; Mark 6:6; 9:19; John 1:11, 12; 
Acts 1:15). The arm of the Lord. The 
power of God in miracles and in saving men 
(Isa. £1:9; 52:10; Rom. 1:16; 1 Cor. 
1: 18). 

Verse 2.—A tender plant ... a root out 
of a dry ground. Expressive of humility, 
obscurity, and lowliness of birth (cf. Isa. 
11:1). No form nor comeliness . . . no 
beauty that we should desire him. Not 
referring primarily to any notable lack of 


physical attractiveness, but rather to the 


spiritual rejection; none of the human ele- 
ments of glcry and beauty that would at- 
tract to the worship of a divine king were 
present in his birth and ministry. 

Verse 3.—Despised and rejected of men. 
There was no indifference when men did 
not receive: and worship the Messiah; he 
was treated with unreasoning hate such as 


was heaped on none other (Isa. 49:7; 50: 
6; Job 30:10; John 8: 48; 9:24; 10:20). 
Acquainted with grief. The word is “sick- 
ness”; but our Lord was never sick phys- 
ically ; the word is a figure for any calamity 
or burden (cf. Jer. 6:14). 


Verse 4.—See Special Topics. 


Verse 5.—Wounded, Literally “pierced” 
(Psa. 22:16; Zech. 12:10). For our in- 
iquities. As a substitute for us (Rom. 4: 
25; 2 Cor. 5:21; Heb. 9: 28; 1 Pet. 2:24; 
3:18). Chastisement of our peace. Result- 
ing in our peace (Rom. 5:1; Eph. 2:14, 
15, 17). With his stripes we are healed. 
Suggesting the scourging (Matt. 27:26), 
but including all his suffering and death. 
We are healed spiritually, made whole, or 
saved (1 Pet. 2:24; Psa. 41:4; Jer. 8: 22). 

Verse 6.—Like sheep have gone astray 
(Psa. 119: 176; 1 Pet. 2:25). Every one 
(Rom. 3:19, 20, 23). Hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all (2 Cor. 5:21; Rom. 
5:16, 17; 1 John 2:2; Heb. 2:9). 

Verse 7.—Oppressed. The thought is of 
cruel and unjust treatment. Opened not 
his mouth. How minute and exact is this 
prophecy! (Matt. 26:63; 27:12, 14, 27- 
31; 1 Pet. 2: 23.) 

Verse 8—Taken from prison and from

judgment. Taken away, or cut off, by op- 
pression and by a legal sentence. Who 
shall declare his generation? Probably re- 
ferring to his miraculous birth and his 
eternal sonship (cf. Acts 8:33). Cut off. 
Indicating a violent and premature death 
(Dan. 9: 26). 


Verse 10.—Pleased the Lord to bruise 
him. It was the Father’s will that the 
Son carried out (John 6:38; 10:18; Heb. 
10:7, 9). Make his soul an offering for 
sin. This we do when we accept him as 
our sin-bearer (John 3:36). He shall see 
his seed. His spiritual children (Psa. 22: 
30). Shall prolong his days. Referring to 
his resurrection and his endless life (Psa. 
Q1: 16; 16: 10, 11; Rom. 6:9). The pleas- 
ure of the Lord shall prosper (Isa. 52: 13; 
Eph. 1:9, 11; Col, 1: 10, 20). 


Verse 11.—Shall see of the travail of his 
soul, All the children whom God will give 
him. By his knowledge. By the saving 
knowledge of himself (John 17:3; Phil. 
3:10). 

Verse 12—Will I divide him a portion 
with the great. A picture of Messiah’s tri- 
umph, a conqueror among the kings of 
earth (Psa. 2:8; Luke 11: 22; Col. 2:15). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The fifty-third of Isaiah is the heart of 
the Bible. And it is a bleeding heart. It 
is God’s commentary on John 3:16. That 
verse sums up the redemption message of 
the whole Bible, and reveals the loving 
heart of God; so does this chapter. Who 
put Christ to death? is the question that 
goes to the heart of the message of the 
fifty-third of Isaiah and the nineteenth of 
John. Satan put Christ to death; Judas, 
an apostle, put him to death; the Jews, 
God’s chosen people, put him to death; 
Pilate the Roman governor, and the Gen- 
tiles, put him to death; God the Father 
put him to death. Yet none of these put 
Christ to death, for he laid down his own 
life. The mystery is solved in the message 
that he was wounded for our transgres- 
sions. Our sins put Christ to death. Shall 
each of us say: “I put Christ to death, 
and I now make his soul an offering for 
my sin; I make his death my own; I am 
justified by the righteous one, and I live 
with him to endless life.’ The suffering 
Servant becomes the satisfied Saviour.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The Suffering Servant of the Lord. A 
central theme in the great Messianic sec- 
tion in Isaiah 40 to 66 is “the Servant of 
the Lord,” the message climaxing in the 
fifty-third chapter. Israel, as God’s peo- 
ple chosen to worship him and to make 
him known to others, is called God’s serv- 
ant (41:8, 10). The name is applied also 
to the believing and godly remnant. But 
all this is typical of Messiah, the true rep- 
resentative Israelite, who is pre-eminently 
the Servant of the Lord. Study these ref- 
erences: 41:8, 10; 42:1, 19; 43:10; 44: 
I, 2, 21; 45:4; 49:3; 52:13; 53: 11. 

The Atonement. Christ died: to satisfy 
divine justice, a propitiation offered to God, 
the absolutely necessary sacrifice for the 
putting away of sin he died for all men; 
the condition for receiving the atonement 
is faith (John 3: 36; Heb. 4:2). j ; 

The Suffering and Glory of Messiah. 
All Old Testament prophecy presents two 
messages: the sufferings of Christ and the 
glories to follow (1 Pet. 1:11; Isa. 52: 
13-15). 

Healing and the Atonement. Our Lord’s 
healing of the body and raising of the dead 
were foreshadowings of the final great 
completion of our salvation, and they were 
grounded on his atoning work (Matt. 8: 
17). But this does not mean that he died 
for sicknesses in the way that he died for 
sin, or that Christians may always claim 
healing for the body, or that means should 
not be used for healing. On the same basis, 
the raising of the dead could be claimed as 
in the atonement. 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Meditate on Calvary, Let us enter into 
the personal meaning for our own soul of 
the fifty-third of Isaiah. 

Acknowledge our own sinfulness. One 
result of seeing the Lamb of God is to see 
our own sin in all its horror. It was for 
each of us he died, as though there was no 
other sinner needing the atonement. 


Rest in the finished work of Christ. 
Take the message to the Jews. They are 
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A 3 of the fifty-third of Isaiah. But it 
is their salvation. 


ONG Preach Isaigh fifty-three as Philip did. 
2 Let us ‘dd personal work in God’s way by 


presenting the Word, 


Beware of Modernism. The Pace car- 
toon shows how they build obstructions 
to hinder the approach to the soul-saving 
message of Isaiah 53. 


Fellowship with Christ’s suffering. We 
cannot atone for sin, but we are to follow 
him in the pathway, first of suffering, then 
of glory (Matt. 16:24-28; Rom. 8: 16-25; 
Phil. 3: 10). 


Look for Christ’s coming in glory,

The Busy Men’s Corner

Quaker and Salvation Army.—He hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows 
(Isa. 53:4). This is what he came to do. 
And what he does do when folks will let 
him. 

We all know many Christians who in 
spite of their faith in and love for the Lord 
Jesus refuse to permit him to carry their 
griefs and sorrows. And away they go 
staggering, and crushed, and made pre- 
maturely old under the heavy load. 

When this Burden Bearing One, whom 
Isaiah saw with his prophetic eye, came 
in the flesh his constant invitation was, 
“Come unto me, all ye that ... are heavy 
laden.” When he returned Home his dis- 
ciples sounded the same gracious desire, 
“Casting all your care upon him” (Matt. 
11:28; 1 Pet. 5:7). 

Have you ever attended a Quaker 
funeral? If so you'll agree with me you 
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did not see a black veiled woman of the 
family,.nor observe the trace of a tear or 
hear the sound of.a sob. No burial serv- 
ice was read. Some Friend, like as not a 
woman, in a gentle voice may have been 
moved to speak a few werds of apprecia- 
tion and comfort, or may have been heard 
on bended knees “in supplication.” 

The Quaker is trained to cast his and 
her burden of sorrow on the Lord and not 
to display it before the neighbors. When 
General William Booth, the founder of the 
Salvation Army, was called Home, and 
England high and low turned out to honor 
his departure, the great hall was hung with 
white. The Hallelujah Chorus was sung 
by the thousands of voices, and the meeting 
was made an occasion of soul saving. 

It is a long call from the quiet Quaker 
to the noisy Salvationist, but were they 
not both casting their burden of sorrow 
on the Lord? 


The Prophet Sees Us.— All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way (v.6). There is only 
one other animal I know which is as big 
a fool as a sheep. The ostrich, which is 
said to stick its little head -in the sand 
when danger threatens and think it is out 
of sight, while all the time its big body 
is as pretty a shot as any fellow with a 
gun would want. Yes, I thought you 
would say “Possum,” that good American 
marsupial which thinks to fool us and the 
dogs by playing dead. 

Most animals have some more or less 
efficient means of protection. The ostrich’s 
legs have a wicked kick and a stride that 
goes for speed. Other animals have horns, 
teeth, bad odors, speed, holes in the ground, 
and so on. But a sheep has absolutely 
nothing. Even an old ram, with his horns, 
cannot put up a fair fight against a rav- 
aging dog. 

There is just one thing a sheep can do 
to perfection. Follow. And that quality 
is its protection and safety and is superior 
to tusks, horns, speed, and whatever. Get 
this significant fact (John 10:27, 28). 

Teacher: If there are twelve sheep in a 
field and three go away, how many will be 
left? 

Farmer Boy: Not any. 

Teacher: You. don’t know your arith- 
metic. 

Farmer Boy: 
know sheep! 

As the shepherd leads his sheep he has 
but one concern. That none shall go astray. 


And, Teacher, you don’t 


So that it becomes the business of his - 


well-trained dog. A dog never goes astray 
from the shepherd, but the fool sheep is 
likely to do so. “All we” are just these 
fool sheep, and so We, Us, and Company, 
and sundry, were revealed to the prophet 
centuries before October, 1935, and suc- 
ceeding months, 

One trick among sheep raisers when they 
want to entertain company is to place 2 
stick before the bell-wether to jump over. 
Then take away the stick and have a good 
laugh to see every following sheep make 
the same jump just as though the stick 
were there. 

But why laugh at the sheep? We hu- 
mans are always doing the same. Silk 
worm craze. Tulip craze. Roller skating. 
Miniature golf. Tight pants. Wide pants. 
Short skirts. Long skirts. Bobbed hair. 

But who has heard of Piety becoming a 
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craze! Men and wonten giving»as much 
time to church as to sport. As concerned 
about spiritual exercise as the bodily exer- 
cise. Just sheep wandering away and every 
now and then the “Varmints” get us. 


Who Gets Us Out?—He . . . made in- 
tercession for the transgressors (v. 12). 
Arid oh, how we need this “intercession” ! 
We belong, as the preceding verse says. 
Trans, over.. Gradi, to step, to walk. And 
there We are. Inter, between. Cedere, to 
pass. And there He is. It, alas, is so easy 
to step over the straight line of righteous- 
ness. That line of truth, for example. 
How many of them have you told since 
last Sunday? The white ones count just 
as much as the black ones since they both 
have the same father (John 8: 44). 

That word transgressor does not mean 
rapid action, does not mean run over, or 
jump over, or fly over. But to step over, 
walk over, Just as simple, eaSy, and ef- 
fortless as that. Ask that fellow in jail or 
hospital how he started. I know many a 
fellow who got his start down by simply 
stepping out of the atmosphere of a Chris- 
tian home. He “walked out on” the pre- 
serving influence of the Old Book. 

The warden of Sing Sing prison has said 
that ninety-five percent of those under his 
care have never, when young, been under 
protective influences. Not one ever a Boy 
Scout. None of the ninety-five per cent 
had ever been members of a Boys’ Club 
of any sort. And it is so easy to step 
across! 

Some years ago I had a young fellow 
in the Iron Rose Bible. Class who while 
drunk committed a theft with another boy. 
He landed in West Chester jail. He be- 
gan this trip to the County Seat by stepping 
out of the Sunday school. Then he fell 
in with the tough bunch, and the jail, as 
usual, awaited him. He was just a fool 
sheep who “walked out” on us. Since he 
had been one of my boys it was of course 
for me to be his intercessor. I went over 
and saw the Judge. The Judge agreed to 
let him out on my intercession. . Provided 
I take his place. “What, go to’ jail?” No, 
just put my name to a piece’of paper with 
a penalty that put me in the boy’s place. 
The sum was supposed to be the boy’s 
worth. (The boy is now back in the Iron 
Rose Class and has brought a younger 
brother with him.) 

Isaiah saw the Lord Jesus really suffer- 
ing the penalty for all transgressors.

“God, who 
commanded: the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath*shined in our hearts, to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in. the face of Jesus Christ” (2 
Cor. 4:6). In the New Testament our 
Lord speaks of himself in a number of

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homely figures: “I am the light of the 
world” —the Way—the Truth—the Life 
—the Vine—the Bread of Life—and so 
on. These figures must be taken literally 
long enough to enable us to grasp the great 
spiritual facts they are intended to convey 
to us. Think about a light and what it 
is for and does; think of a road and how 
you make use of it; think of bread! These 
figures are so simple that we are apt to 
pass over them without realizing their 
full significance. 

Now here in Isaiah, we are getting a 
view of the suffering Saviour. The album 
would not be complete without this picture. 
The Lord Jesus had to endure unspeak- 
able suffering in order to save us from eter- 
nal death. “All we like sheep have gone 
astray; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all.” This is the tragic 
view of our Lord; but we must look upon 
it, or we will not understand all he means 
to us. We must see ourselves in his place 
of suffering, before we can appreciate him 
occupying our place to make us free from 
the guilt of sin and death. 

The disciples who had walked and talked 
with Jesus in the flesh did not understand 
that. On the day of his resurrection, our 
Lord came upon two of them going to 
Emmaus, greatly distressed and wondering 
why their beloved friend Jesus had to 
die; they. were all upset in their belief 
about him; and he said to them, “O fools, 
and slow of heart to believe all that the 
prophets have spoken: ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, and to enter 
into his glory?” (Luke 24:25, 26.) And 
a little while afterward their eyes were 
opened and they knew him. 

Fellows, thank the Lord that you need 
not be fools and slow of heart to believe; 
but that you may see in these life photo- 
graphs of Jesus Christ the beauty, the won- 
der, and the power of his personality, and 
his purpose in coming to earth and dying 
on the cross for you.

OW could Isaiah know, seven hundred 

years before Christ was born in Beth- 
lehem, all the things about Christ he has 
written in this lesson? Do you know what 
is going to happen in a hundred years? 
Can you even tell what is going to happen 
tomorrow? No, I am sure you can not, and 
neither could Isaiah, if God had not told 
him. He was what is called a prophet. 

God told his prophets to tell the people’ 
many things about Jesus Christ, so the 
people would know him when he came 
to earth, but even then, only a few peo- 
ple knew him when he came. And now: 
people read our lesson, and lots of them 
still don’t believe that Isaiah was talking 
about Jesus Christ. We are so glad we 
know that Christ died on the cross for: 
our sins, and we accept him as our Sav- 
iour. We know John 3:16. Let us say it. 

One verse in our lesson I want you to 
learn. “All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him the 
iniquity of us all.”

Teacher Training Questions

What is the purpose of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association, and in what re- 
spects does it differ from the International 
Council of Religious Education?—C. D. B. 


HE purpose of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association is best 
set forth in the preamble of the Arti- 
cles of Organization to which sixty Bible 
institutes, colleges, and theological semin- 
aries have already subscribed: “We, rep- 
resentatives of Bible institutes, colleges, 
and séminaries in the United States and 
Canada, in order to foster a closer co-op- 
eration among evangelical Christian insti- 
tutions; to certify to the public our deep in- 
terest and concern for Christian education ; 
to provide and promote a common course 
in teacher training which will give ade- 
quate attention to instruction in Bible, Per- 
sonal Evangelism, and Missions; — to 
recognize and encourage the use of text- 
books of approved orthodoxy, do hereby 
associate ourselves.” Its purpose has also 
included the erecting of much higher stand- 
ards in the training of Christian teachers 
than any interdenominational agency has 
previously attempted. 

The new curriculum standard of the As- 
sociation requires a course of not less than 
twenty-four college semester hours, or four 
hundred and thirty-two Bible institute 
hours, which is four times as long as that 
of the Standard Leadership Course of the 
International Council of Religious Educa- 
tion. It requires seven times as many hours 
for the study of the Bible as the standards 
of*the International Council, agd lays far 
more emphasis upon the subjects of Personal 
Evangelism and Missions. Both a Prelim- 
inary and a Standard Training Course.are 
provided by the Association, but the latter 
is offered only under the discipline of an 
educational institution, that the studious 
atmosphere of academic halls may make it 
possible to secure the same attention to 
studies in teacher training as in collegiate 
subjects. In this respect the training of 
the Sunday school teacher now compares 
favorably with that of the public school 
teacher. Its requirement for continuous 
and consecutive work not only adds to the 
efficiency of its training, but enables its 
students to complete its longer course in a 
much shorter‘time. In many of the co- 
operating schools the Standard Training 
Course can be completed in one year in the 
day school, or two years in the evening 
school, 

The Association is carrying on its work 
without soliciting contributions from the 
state, county, or district Sunday school as- 
sociations, or requesting an offering from 
a denomination or church, and most of its 
schools offer its course without tuition. 

The splendid co-operation of the Bible 
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institutes not only guarantees the evangel- 
ical character of the Association, but also 
permits a course of such a high standard 
and excellent character to be offered at a 
cost within the reach of every Sunday 
school teacher.

HE textbook situation is so completely 

dominated by the Modernists of the In- 
ternational Council of-Religious Education 
that it is difficult to select a list of those that 
can be wholly approved. “An Elementary 
Christian Psychology,” by Norlie, “How 
to Teach in the Sunday School,” by 
Schmauk, and “An Introduction to Child 
Study,” by Benson, have all been ap- 
proved by the Textbook Committee of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association. 
A new book on pedagogy is now being pre- 
pared by Ruby Ann Jackson of the faculty 
of the Moody Bible Institute, and it is 
hoped that the growth of the Association 
will encourage other competent writers to 
prepare texts from the orthodox viewpoint.

vee are correct in noting that the 
majority of our Sunday school pupils 
drop out. The public schools experienced a 
similar difficulty in enrolling the majority 
of grade pupils in high school; but 
since the introduction of the junior high 
school the problem has been largely met. 
Since the Sunday school loses sixty-five per 
cent of its girls and seventy-five per cent 
of its boys between the ages of thirteen and 
sixteen, in so far as special provision is 
made for the Intermediate Department I 
believe that continued attendance can be 
made possible. . 

The superintendent who is eager to hold 
his boys and girls will see to it that at 
this particular age they have the best 
teachers and the best rooms of any de- 
partment in the Sunday school. Perhaps 
the most important factor is the teacher, 
and the value of understanding the adoles- 
cent nature makes training more essential 
for the Intermediate teacher than any other. 
Too much emphasis cannot be laid on this. 
The Police Commissioner of San Francisco 
says: “Ninety per cent of our crimes are 
committed by adolescents. If we will keep 
our boys and girls in Sunday school, we 
will empty our courts and fill our 
churches.” 





We have an excellent teacher for the men’s 
class, but the men just do not come. We 
would appreciate any suggestions you have for 
this problem.—H. C, Z. 

DULT classes should be formed in the 
Sunday school, not only for the pur- 
pose of receiving Bible instruction, but also 
for rendering real service to the church. 
There is no question that a well organized 
adult class can be utilized as a great evan- 
gelistic agency. All the men in the church 
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who are not elsewhere employed should be 
enlisted, both to be edified ‘and to be em- 
ployed in an organized effort to reach, teach, 
and save the men of the community. The 
problem of enlisting men for service in adult 
classes is more fully discussed in the chap- 
ter on “Organizing for Service’ in the 
book, “The Church at Work,” by Benson. 
Another helpful text is “The Men’s Class 
in Action,” by F. Harvey Morse.

MPORTANT as it is to have a goal, 

a goal in itself is not enough. It must 
be the right goal. Upon a certain rifle 
range a young soldier was much chagrined 
to find that he had disqualified, not because 
he was a poor shot or because he failed to 
shoot the required number of. rounds, but 
because he had mistaken his target and shot 
at the wrong one. It is not enough in 
life merely to have a goal. Some set out 
to reach a goal of money, or position, or 


fame, only to find that, when they have . 


reached such a goal, life has been wasted. 
It is important therefore, in thinking about 
this matter of goals and how to reach them, 
to be sure that we are choosing the right 
kind. 

Ephesians 2:10 tells us that God has 
created each of us for certain good works 
which he has before ordained that we 
should walk in them. No matter how fine 
or noble may be the goal we choose, if it 
is not the goal that God has set for our 
lives we are wasting time striving to 
reach it, and we shall never be happy or 
contented should we attain it. 

The Psalmist learned this lesson when 
he said, “My soul, wait thou only upon 
God; for my expectation is from him.” 
God promises to reveal to us his goal if 
we will go to him and ask (Jas. 1:5). 
He will do this for the individual, and 
he will do it for our society collectively. 

Shall we not then, in this consecration 
meeting, determine first of all to find out 
what God’s will is for us as a group and 
as individuals? Time spent in prayer as- 
certaining God’s will will save much time 
later in futile effort and wasted energy.

Then having found out and chosen the 
goal that God himself has set for us, let 
us draw upon his strength. He has told 
us that without him we can do nothing. 
Some of us have perhaps learned some

bitter lessons that our own strength and 
enthusiasm and consecration is not enough. 
God: puts at our disposal his strength and 
his patience and his perseverance. Have 
we been giving the time necessary to en- 
able God to fill us with his power? He 
does it: through the study of his Word, 
through prayer and meditation, and through 
yieldedness to him in all things. 


The great temptation of all of us in 
these days is that of the hurry and bustle 
of the times in which we live. On the 
surface, it seems to be so much more nec- 
essary to be up and doing than to give 
time for prayer and Bible study and fel- 
lowship with the Lord Jesus. Yet just 
the contrary is true. Today, if ever, we 
need. time to be with Christ, if we are to 
work efficiently for him. 

A certain missionary on the foreign 
field was thought by some of his fellow 
workers to be very lazy and _ inefficient. 
He spent much time in quiet and in prayer, 
when some of the others were hustling 
about and, as they thought, doing a very 
important and effective work for Christ. 
But after some months the others dis- 
covered that this missionary, when he went 
out to work, accomplished far more than 
they had done in all their haste and effi- 
ciency. And they began to see that there 
was power in a life of fellowship. 

Will you give God time and opportunity 
to equip you and empower you to reach 
‘his goal for you?

King of the Swamp

THOUSAND miles I traveled to ex- 
plore the Okefinokee, that swamp 
which covers 600 square miles of Georgia 
and Florida. There, on a hidden island, 
where a Seminole village once stood, I 
spent a week with Uncle Billy, a little 
gnome of a man, not five feet high, with 

a fierce white -mustache, faded blue eyes, 
* and a heart of gold. 

Everything in and about the swamp was 
strange and new to me, from the gray 
sandhill cranes, whose rippling trumpet 
notes awoke me in the morning, to the 
pair of bay lynxes who kept me awake my 
first night there by fighting a great battle 
beside my open window on the ground 
floor, not six feet from my bed. 

At the end of my first day we sat in 
the twilight on a little bench beside Uncle 
Billy’s cabin. The sky was a dusky violet, 
all aflame with stars, while .a dull-orange 
moon showed through the Spanish moss 
on the cypress trees. Suddenly there 
sounded a booming bellow which seemed 
to shake the very island. 

“An ol’ bull ’gator,” said Uncle Billy. 
“They grow to fourteen feet in this man’s 
swamp, an’ ain’t afeared o’ nothin’.” 

“T’ve never seen a wild alligator,” I told 
him. 

“You ain’t missed much,” he returned. 
“Howsomever, if it comes off warm. to- 
morrer, we'll take the sneak-boat an’ I'll 
show you one.” 
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“Did you ever have a ’gator attack you?” 
I inquired. 

“Twicet,” ‘he told me, “an’ them was 
plenty. The fust time was out beside 
Blackjack. He come up sudden an’ bit a 
piece right out o’ the gunnel o’ my boat. 
I poked him with my paddle an’ he bit 
the whole blade off an’ went down. Well, 
suh, I don’t aim to let no ‘gator come 


-prankin’ aroun’ me like that, so I slipped 


a couple o’ buckshot shells into my gun 
an’ when he come up again I let him have 
both barrels an’ he stopped livin’ right 
there. He was eleven feet long an’ a 
bob-tail.” 

Then he told me that the solid white 
meat of an alligator’s tail was a great 
delicacy. 

“You mustn’t eat teo much of it, though,” 
he warned me, “or it'll make you smell 
kind o’ musky.” 

I made up my mind that I would never 
overeat on alligator meat. 

Early the next morning in a tiny, flat- 
bottomed boat, we poled our way down the 
mile-long hidden channet to:Chase Prairie, 
where the water of the marsh was so 
covered with lilies and golden-club as to 
appear like a vast meadow. When at 
last we reached the open marsh we found 
it full of twisted little channels and hidden 
waterways, of all of which Uncle Billy knew 
the secret. Everywhere, too, the prairies 
were dotted with islands, large and small, 
where the deer and bear hid themselves. 

Toward noon, as we were moving quietly 
along a wide channel, I saw what looked 
like two knots on a floating log in the 
water ahead.

_reached in the chapter entitled, “The Eve- 
ning and the Morning”; others afford the 
reader bits of delightful humor, eSpecially 
in “A Unique Congregation” and “The 
Story of Two Eggs,” while “Granny Pen- 
carrow’s Class Meeting” will set the joy 
bells to ringing in the heart of the most 
unimpressible Christian. Other titles in- 
clude “Our Sufficiency is of God,” “Christ’s 
Challenge to Youth,” and “Four Nameless 
Men.” ‘There are also a number of splen- 
did Bible characterizations. The studies 
are altogether sound, sane, and rich in 
valuable suggestions. 


The Jew, God’s Timepiece. By Samuel 
J. Williams. (God’s Bible School, 1810 
Young St. Cincinnati, Ohio, 25 cents.) 
Few indeed are the Christians of today who 
have no eye for prophetic Bible study, par- 
ticularly as it relates to the Jewish race. 
That these, the chosen people of God, 
have from their beginning been His time- 
piece for the world is proved by Mr. Wil- 
liams in his many citations from Biblical 
and from secular history as well. That the 
hands of this clock have almost reached 
the hour of fearsome judgment is further 
attested by a wealth of modern quotations 
from widely ranging sources.” These dis- 
coveries and the arrangement of them are 
the result of the author’s first-hand studies 
in the Holy Land and in libraries on both 
sides of the world, and they have been 
presented at Asbury College as his thesis 
for a divinity degree. It would be difficult 
to vouch for every statement included, but 
it is evident that a tremendous amount of 
labor was involved in such research. The

“faithfulness reacheth unto the skies.” This 
book is a series of such stories. The author 
is a nurse in the Memorial Hospital of 
the Women’s Christian Medical College, 
Ludhiana, Punjab, India. In the book, 
“Sister India,” by M. Edith Craske, there 
was a description of the far-reaching influ- 
ence and work of this Medical College; 
but in “Unto the Skies” there is the story 
of individual men and women, boys and 
girls, who have come under the influence 
of this Christian institution. In India a 
soul is saved only after fierce and often 
prolonged wrestling “against principalities 
. . . against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world.” The stories of twenty such 
souls are given here. The book is in real- 
ity a call to praise and intercession, — 
praise to God for his exceeding, abundant 
grace and faithfulness, and intercession in 
behalf of those whom Satan has bound in 
such terrible spiritual darkness. 


Christ and the Student World. By 
Robert P. Wilder, M.A., D.D. (Fleming

the title implies that this little volume is 
especially for students, yet it is full of 
instruction and inspiration for all Chris- 
tians. Four of the chapters are sermons
